it proposes to pension the highest 
salaried officers of the state. 
If _a 


pension system is to be adopted in 
this state, I wan: to commence at 
the other end of the line; in other 
words, I want to provide first, for 
the men and women, in the service 
of the state, _ who arc being very 
much underpaid. 


"In discussing the bill two years 


ago, I tried to picture conditions in 
o-jv charitable and penal institution, 
and I again want to call the atten- 
tion of tho senate to this class of 
men and women in the employ of the 
state. 
I would like to have some 


of you senators, who are so enthu- 
siastically supporting this bill, to 
visit some of these institutions, and 
sec the splendid work being done by 
this class of servants, and the nig- 
gardly salaries some receive. 


"I recall, when I was a member of 


the legislative visiting committes, 
six years ago, we found, in the Men- 
dota hospital, the state was payin? 
some of the nurses less than $25 a 
month; men and -women in charge of 
wards, holding responsible positions 
were receiving from $50 to $60 a 
month. 
If you are going- to adopt 


a pension system in.this state, let us 
start it with this class, instead of 
with men who are drawing a salary 
of $7,500 a year.

"When we visited the home for the 


i Ceeblc-mindod at Chippewa Falls, we 
{ound similar conditions. 
I recall 


one ward in charge of a maiden ladv 
about 50 years of age. 
She occu- 


pied a roo'm about 75 or 80 feet in 
length, and about half that number 
of feet in width. In this room there 
were 25 or 30 little boys and girls— 
mere babes—troubled with infantile 
paralysis. 
These unfortunate little 


children, some of them not resem- 
bling a human being at all, crawled 
around on a mat on the floor. This 
woman had to care for and look af- 
ter these unfortunate children, the 
same as a mother cares for her babe. 
She was an expert at this nerve- 
racking work. I asked her how long 
she had occupied this • position an: 
her answer was, 'Ten years."

other member of the committee ask- 
ed her what salary she was receiv- 
ing, and she answered, 'Forty dollars 
a month.' I further aslced her what 
there was so attractive about this 
work to keep her in this institutioa 
so long a time, and she answered by 
saying, 'I know the salary is not 
large, but I expect to get my reward 
in the hereafter.'

La Crosse ' pays there would be 
enough money saved to give ev- 
ery teacher an additional $71 a 
year without it costing the City 
a penny more. 


If in addition to this Madison 


paid no more for light arid water 
than La Crosse pays, the teacher 
could have an additional In- 
crease of $29 without cost to the 
city. In other words if ways 
could be found of making these 
two reductions in cost the teach- 
ers could have approximately 
$90 a year as a rest. 
I would 


not have you get the impression, 
however, that La Crosse 
gives 


this additional amount to the 
teachers. It is saved to the city. 
I would suggest that the board ot 
education . .investigate this mat- 
ter "and see what may be accom- 
plished in this direction. Madi- 
son-when compared with other 
cities in the state in this respect, 
shows about the same relation- 
ship as when compared with La 
Crosse.

He declared there was also a "polit- 
ical menace in Wisconsin" that has 
nearly disrupted the educational sys- 
tem of the' state.

Details of the procedure to be 


observed at the historic meeting 
of allied and German represent- 
atives at Versailles a week from 
Friday are being worked out by 
the allied

It is impro- 
bable that the world will know 
the exact demands of the associ- 
ated governments until after the 
Teutons have been formally ap- 
prised of the price of peace. 


It seems, however, that not 


only all the allied governments,

as to the details of the proposed 
treaty. For this purpose it is 
likely that a secret plenary ses- 
sion of the peace conference will 
be held before April 25.

George said the situation was "still 
full of perils for all countries." He 
pleaded that "Those- who are trying 
to do tbeir best be let alone." 


"No conference in history," said 


the premier, "had been faced with 
problems of such variety, complex- 
ity, magnitude and gravity. 
The 


I congress of Vienna, which was 
the 


nearest approach to it, took eleven 
months for its work, but that con- 
gress sank into insignificance 
as 


compared with what had been settled 
by this conference."

After referring 
to the 
world- 


wide extent of the'war, the premier 
said that new states had sprung in- 
to existence, some of them 
inde- 


pendent, some -semi-independent and 
some that might be protectorates, 
and although.'their boundaries might 
not be denned some indication ol 
them must -be given. 


The time spent by the peace con- 


ference in framing the league of 'na- 
tions plan saved time instead, of 
wasting it, Mr. Lloyd George de- 
clared, .as the league would provide 
a means of adjustment of possible 
errors.

"I would rather leave Russia bol- 


shevik until they see their way out 
of it, rather than see Great Britain 
anded in bankruptcy" was one 'Of 
the premier's declarations. 


"It is not true that the United 


States and Europe have been at ' 
variance".the premier declared. H« 
deprecated attempts to sow dissen- 
sions among the delegates. 


Talks of Election Promises. 


The "delegates, said

George, had never forgotten what 
France had gone through and they 
bad not forgotten to what sae was 
entitled—not merely security against 
a repetition of the German attack, 
but to feel a

The conference had 


come to an unanimous conclusion_on.

a decision that to publish the peace 
trtrms before they were discussed 
with the enemy would be a first 
class blunder. Their premature pub-

them up" and here is where Childs 
comes in./. In him -they find a big- 
brained, -.big-hearted friend ready 
with sympathy, encouragement and 
helpful' advice.

legation people, to bring about rela- 
tions of personal friendship between 
them and Americans in Peking who 
had contacts with Chinese students 
in home colleges.

Archie F. Simonson, was next on 


the docket and Dean S. II. Good- 
night was put on the witness stand 
by the prosecution. Simonson was 


charged with hazing, rioting, dis- 
orderly conduct and trespassing on 
the night of April 1. Dean Good- 
night testified that he knew indi- 
rectly of rioting because of several 
complaints made 10 him by resi- 
dents in the Latin quarter, Simon- 
son stated that he had been set upon 
by the freshmen and that the only 
action he took was to fulfill his duty 
as a member of the committee and 
to ascertain who had been the ring- 
loaders in the freshman organization.
